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George Gianakos Was Held With 


out Bail 


He Was Given a Preliminary 


Hearing in the Police Court 
Today—The Case Was Sent to 
the Grand Jury 


'. George Gianakos, who 
is 
charged 


with having murdered Aristides Geor- 
gopoulos, was" given 
a 
preliminary 


hearing before Judge Hadley In" tho 
police .court 'this morning and' after 
three witnesses for. the government had 
been called and testified probable cause 
was found and the defendant was held 
without bail to await the sitting ol the 
grand jury. 


The. government's case was conduct- 


ed by Harry C. Sawyer, second assist- 
ant* district' attorney, assisted by In- 
spector Charles £]. Byrne, of the state 
police, and the. defendant's 
Interests 


were looked after by Daniel J. Dona- 
hue. 
There were but three witnesses 


presented by the government, Dr. J. V. 
Meigs, the medical examiner, who per- 
formed tlie autopsy on Georgopoulos' 
body; Athanaslps Georgopoulos, a dis- 
tant relative of the dead man, who 
WHS present when me shooting took 
.place; and Costns Fapufngos, who re- 
sided in the saim; building with the 
defendant,, and who testified that he 
heard Gianakos threaten that he would 
lake Georgopoulos'. life. 


The shooting took plarc on Saturday 


night, July 30th, on tlie canal bridge 
in Suffolk street near the corner of 
Ford street. 
Charge of Murder 


The specific charge against Gianakos 


is that he "with force and arms in and 
upon one Aristides Georgopoulos felon- 
iously,' wilfully and of his malice afore- 
thought did makn and assault, and that 
the sald'George Gianakos a, certain pis- 
tol then and there charged-with gun 
powder and one leaden bullet, then and 
there feloniously, wilfully and of- his 
malice aforethought, did discharge and 
shoot off, to, against, and upon said 
Aristides' Georgopoulos, and that the 


,.sald George Gianakos with the leaden 


bullet aforesaid, out of the piKf.ol afore- 
said, then and there by the force of the 
gun powder aforesaid, 
by 
the .said 


George Gianakos discharged the shot 
off an aforesaid, did strike, penetrate 
and wound the said Aristides Georgo- 
poulos, in and 
upon the body of the 


. said Aristides Georgopoulbs, giving to 


the said Aristides' Georgopoulns, then 
and there, with, the leaden bullet afore- 
said, so as aforesaid discharged, and 
shot off out of the pistol aforesaid, by 
the said George Gianakos, in and upon 
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the body of the paid Aristides Georgo- 
poulos, one mortal wound of which said 
mortal wound the said Aristldes Georg- 
opolous then arid instantly died. And

Medical Examiner J. V. Meigs 


Tli'B first witness called for the gov- 


ernment was 'Medical Examiner Joe 
V. Melgs, who. testified, in part as fol- 
lows: 
"On Saturday night, July 30th, 


my attention was called to the filet that 
there had been a shooting and tile 
body was at the Corporation hospital. 
On the 
following day, 
Sunday, I 


viewed -the body at the hospital. 
The 


time of death was -ab.out 11.40 on the 
night of the 30th and I performed 
an autopsy about 10.30 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning. . 


"I found that there was a wound 


on the left side of.the abdomen extend- 
ing' Inwards and downwards and per- 
forating the intestines and posterior 
bladder wall. 
There were no other 


marks of violence. 
It was a punc- 


tured and penetrating wound made by 


bullet. 
There were blackish stains 


about the wound. 
I located the bul- 


let In the urinary bladder. 
It ap- 


peared to be of a 32 calibre." 


"At this point the bullet was produced 


and Attorney Sawyer offered it in evi- 
dence. 


When asked what he considered the 


cause of d-Hath witness paid. It. was the 
result of a gunshot wound of the ab- 
domen which produced hemorrhaRea 
and a shock. 
He was of the opinion 


that the dead man i was about 33 years 
of age, weighed about 210 pounds and 
was about five feet, 
ten 
inches In 


height.

Dr. Mcigs Cross Examined 


On cross examination Dr. Mcigs said 


that he had examtnc-d Georgopoulos' 
lieart and found 
no 
trouble 
there. 


There was a slight congestion of the 
membranes and brain itsulf, but he 
considered the disturbance of the brain 
trivial. 


"Did you find any 
other 
organic 


trouble?" asked Lawyer Donahue. 


"The kidneys were not in a healthv 


condition. 
The right k:dney had pus 


n the pelvis and tlie li-ri kidney was a 
fatty kidney." 


"Would you call that trouble Bright's 


disease?"

Dr. Meigs was then excused. 


Distant Relative of Dead Man 


Athanasios Georgopoulos, n, distant 


relative of tho dead man, was the next 
witness called. He said that he did not 
become acquainted \vith Georgopoulos 
until he came to this' country and had 
known the man but about two months 
prior to the shooting.

'gards legislation. In part he said: 


"As absolute prohibition IE not al- 


was's feasible, another method, 
less 


drastic, 'but applicable in all communi 
ties, is the restriction of the traffic in 
liquor by wise legislation, and the en- 
forcement of the excise laws. Tn many 
communities the liquor traffic can and 
ought to be abolished. 


"Experience has proved that the re- 


moval of the temptation by the ellmln 
ation of the sale of liquor, in communi- 
ties in which the civil authorities en- 
force the law, has been highly benefi- 
cial. If the traffic cannot be abolished 
it should be restricted. The last legis- 
lation .restricting the liquor traffic has 
not been established. 
The final re- 
sources of legislation have not been at- 
tained. 
Should Demand Legislation 


"We should be fearless and outspo- 


ken in demanding 
legislation which 


will bring about the total extinction of 
the traffic, or at least 
diminish 
the 


trade and relegate it from the reslden - 
tial districts, where it is an object les- 
son to our children, to the business 
sections of our cities. 
We ought to 
agitato for conditions that will place 
the trade, if it must be carried on, In 
the hands of law-abiding dealers. 


"The liquor Interest is not idle. It is 


most 
active in defeating 
legislation 


that conflicts with Its mnuences. Its 
power is amazing. 
It Is a moneyed 


nterest and is feared far and wid«. 
Legislators fear it and quail before it. 
This is a foul blot on our boasted civii- 
zatlon; a disgrace to a government in 
which the majority rule. 


"In every city, village and 
hamlet 


you will find representative, respect- 
ible citizens who will readily cooperate 
n affording methods remedial for the 
ferocious evils developed by the liquor 
element. 
We shoul-J be fearless and 


bold in demanding rc.-trictive meas- 
ures. 


"If we are reasonable we will adopt 


:he best means of prevention. If we 
are in earnest ami nol half-hearted, 
we will so to the root of the evil. If 
we have the courage of our convictions, 
f we are not cowards, we will boldly 
'ace the power of the liauor element; 
we will exert our best tneigies to de- 
'eat its machinations; ~we will contend 
unflinchingly for prshibltive and re- 
strictive excise laws, an£ demand their 
enforcement." 
Chaplain Waring Defends Soldier 


Rev, .Fr. George J. Waring, chaplain 


of the U. S. Eleventh cavalry, dele- 
gated to the convention by the war de- 
mrtment, then read a paper in defence 
of the American soldier. He snld in 
part: 


"There is probably no man in thy 


Jnited States who is more misjudged 
and less understood by the average 
civilian than the American soldier. 


"The impression which 1 have re- 


ceived after six years of experience is 
that very few know anything definite 
about the soldier and, what Is more, 
:hey usually do not seem to care lo tind 
out. There appears to be a belief, 
which many people hold almost as 
Irmly as a religion, thai soldiers are 
bud, 
that their business is contagious 


and that the further one can keep from 
them the better. 


"Many difficulties be?et the path of a 


chaplain in his du'its in rhe nrmy, and 
unless you underst'ind soimuhliiK nboui 
the soldier, his antecedents, Ills cir- 
cumstances and condition!- of life, na 
well an the obstacles und embarrass- 
ments he has to meet wlih, you will not 
fully 
appreclalc

making him a special object of your 
charity and cure.

with this apology for and 


ruthful description of the men I repre- 
sent here today, I will place before you

diers must constantly encounter if thoy 
endeavor to reach .1 higher moral or 
spiritual plane than their fellows. 


"First of all, I have no hesitation in 


saying that though drinking is by no 
means so common in the army as it 
used to be, yet it is the worst evil that 
confronts our soldiers today. 


"It is directly or indirectly responsi- 


ble for SO per cent of all their troubles 
and offences. Probably not 5 per cent 
of my regiment can he classed as really 
hard drinkers, but perhaps not more 
than 5 per cent are total abstainers. So 
we may say thnt the 
great 
bulk of 


them drink more or less. 
Driven io Drink by Ostracism 


"Today, no man who is a hard drink- 


er can get promotion in the army, hut 
f he is known to be a total abstainer 
lis chnnccs for selection to positions 
of trust are vastly increased. 


"Thun, • why do sc 
many 
soldiers 


drink, you may iisk, when it is injuri- 
ous to themselves and to their Inter- 
ests? 
Because they are driven to it 


more or less 
ostracism. Soldiers 


are compelled by general public con- 
:ent to confine themselves within cer- 
,'aln social lines. When they are 
in 


barracks it is not so hard for them be- 
cause the chaplain usually does all in 
lis power to provide recreational di- 
versions as well as to constantly devote 
ilmself (.o their intellectual and splr- 
ttial development.

"In Fr. O'Callaghan's letter to the 


secretary of war, which was sent to 
me. he stated that this .organization 
endeavored to promote temperance by 
moral suasion rather than by legisla- 
tion. Commenting on this and other 
remarks of Fr. O'Callaghnn, the. Secre- 
tary of war said that he was favorably 
disposed toward the work of such an 
organization as this, inasmuch us 
it 


was so brond-minded and so practical 
in its methods." 
Fr. McDonald Speaks for Navy 


Following the reading of several re- 


ports at the beginning of the afternoon 
session. Rev. Fr. McDonald, who had 
been delegated to the convention by the 
navy department as its representative, 
said that the men aboard ship are un- 
der constant restraint and v.-hen they 
went on liberty, or shore leuve as many 
termed it. they naturally foil they were 
as good as anybody else and sometimes 
better. 


All the saloons that were stationed 


near navy yards, 1m knew, did a thriving 
business and welcomed the bluejacket 
so long as his money lasted. When the

Rev. Petor J. O'Caliaghan, C. S. P., of 
Chicago, the national president, offi- 
ciated as celebrant of the mass and he 
was assisted by Kev. Dr. M. J. O'Con- 
nor of St. James' church, this city, and 
Rev. Charles A. O'Brien of St Francis 
de Sales, Hoxbury, as sub-deacon. Rev. 
Fr. William B. Finnlgan was master of 
ceremonies. 
The delegates. after the service went 


to Faneull hall, .where at 10.30 the con- 
vention was called to order, and prayer 
offered by Bishop Canevin of Pittsburg 
the national spiritual director. Pres. 
Fr. O'Caliaghan then named commit- 
tees on resolutions, constitution and 
auditing. 
Rev. Fr. Walter.J. Shaniey of Dan- 


bury. Conn., ex-president of the union, 
was introduced and spoke upon Catho 
lie .total abstinence union work as re- 
gards legislation. In part, he said; 


'As absolute prohibition is not al- 


ways feasible, another 
method, less 


drastic, but applicable in all communi- 
ties, IE the restriction of the traffic in 
liquor by wise legislation, and the en- 
forcement of the excise laws. -In maM 
communities the liquor traffic can and 
ought to be abolished. 
"Experience has proved that the.re- 


moval of the temptation by the elimln - 
ation of the sale of liquor, in communi- 
ties in which the' civil authorities en- 
force the law, has been highly benefi- 
cial, if the traffic cannot te abolished 
It should be restricted. The last legis- 
lation restricting: the liquor traffic has 
not been established. 
The final re- 


sources of legislation have not been at- 
tained. . 
Should Demand Legislation 


'We should be fearless and outspo- 


ken in demanding 
legislation which 


Will bring about the total extinction of 
the traffic, or at least 
diminish 
the 
trade and relegate it from the residen- 
tial districts, where it is an object les- 
son to our children, to tho business 
sections of our cities. 
We ought to 
agitate for conditions that will place 
the trade, if it must be carried on, In 
the hands of law-abiding dealers. 


"The liquor Interest is not idle. It is 


most active in defeating legislation 
that conflicts with its influences. 
Its 


power is amazing. 
It la a moneyed 
nterest and is feared far and wldn. 
Legislators fear it and Huall before it. 
This Is a foul blot on our boasted civil- 
zatlon; a disgrace to a government in 
which the majority rule. 
'In every city, village and hamlet 


you will find representative, respeet- 
ible citizens "who will readily cooperate 
n affording methods remedial for the 
ferocious evils developed by the liquor 
element. 
We should be fearless and 


bold in demanding restrictive meas- 
ures. 


Tf we are reasonable we will adopt 


:he best means of prevention. If we 
are in earnest and not half-hearted, 
we will go to the root of the evil. If 
we-have the courage of our convictions, 
,f we are not cowards, we will boldly 
!ace the power of the liquor element; 
we will exert our best energies to de- 
feat its machinations; we will contend 
unflinchingly for prohibitive and re- 
strictive excise laws, and demand their 
enforcement," 
Chaplain Waring Defends Soldier 


Rev. Fr. George J. Waring, chaplain 


of the U. S. Eleventh cavalry, dele- 
gated to the convention by the war de,- 
partment. then read a paper in defence 
of the American soldier. He said in 
part: 
"There is probably no man in tho 


United States who Is more misjudged 
and less understood by the average 
civilian than the American soldier. 


'The impression which I have re- 


ceived after six years of experience is 
that very few know anything definite 
about the soldier and, what is more, 
they usually do not seom to care to tind 
out There appears to be a belief, 
which many people hold -almost as 
firmly as a religion, that soldiers are 
bad, that their business is contagious 
and that the further one ear. keep from 
them the better. 


'Many difficulties beset the path of a 


chaplg.in in his duties in the army, and 
unless you understand something about 
the soldier, his antecedents, his cir- 
cumstances and conditions «i life, as 
well as the obstacles ami embnrrasfi- 
ments he has to meet with, you will not 
fully 
appreciate the 
importance of 


making him a special object of your 
charity and cam. 
"Indeed. It is from lack of such prop 


er knowledge and Information .that tho 
W C T. U. made the fatal irrc-r, which 
mnlco* thorn mid tho very fame ofthe.tr 
organization hateful to every soldier In 
our army. 
Not Proud of Bad Men 


"But 
lot me assure you at tht outset 


that no mnn would bo. itccuptod In the 
army whose past record was known to 
ho criminal, or oven <ll»liouornbl«. Tho 
nrmy tnclny In mainly composed of a 
superior t'lrtim of young 
men. whom 


morals would compnro qulto favorably 
with tlioHp of ntiy hirgo. hmly nf young 
n;on UvliiK together undor like condi- 
tions.

n the army. We have our proportion 
of bad men, we admit, but we are not 
proud of them, nor have we any desire 
either to keep or to shield diem. 


"Now, 
with this apology for 
and 


truthful description of the men I repre- 
sent here today, I will place before you 
some of the difficulties which our sol- 
diers must constantly encounter if they 
endeavor to reach a higher moral or 
spiritual plane than their fellows. 
"First of all, I have no hesitation in 


saying that though drinking is by no 
ueans so common In the army as it 
used to be, yet it is the worst evil that 
confronts our soldiers today. 
"It is directly or Indirectly responsi- 


ble for 90 per cent of all their troubles 
and offences. Probably not 5 per cent 
of my regiment can be classed as really 
hard drinkers, but perhaps not more 
than 5 per cent are total abstainers. So 
we may say that the great bulk of 
them drink more or less, 
Driven to Drink by Ostracism 


"Today, no man who is a hard drink- 


er can get promotion in the army, but 
if he is known to be a total abstainer 
his chances for selection to positions 
of trust arc vastly increased. 
"Then, why do so 
many 
soldiers 


drink, you may ask, when it is Injuri- 
ous to themselves and to their inter- 
ests' Because they are driven to It 
more or less by ostracism. Soldiers 
are compelled by general public con- 
sent to confine themselves within cer- 
tain social linos. When they are in 
barracks it is not so hard for them be- 
cause the chaplain usually doos all In 
his power to provide recreational di- 
versions as well as to constantly devote 
himself to their Intellectual and spir- 
itual development. 


"But 
no man can stay at home all 


the time, anil the soldier Is no excep- 
tion to the law of nature. Hence when 


soldier goes out, what usually hap- 


pens? Most theatres do not want him 
and frequently will not permit him to 
occupy their beat seats. 
Flrst-clasj 


hotels usually receive him 
coldly 
or 


oven refuse to take him altogether. 
"Select roslnurants prclor ho would 


go somewhere olso to oat, and 
they 


do not hesitate to show htm tholr aver- 
sion. In public places peoplo 
often 


staro at him as though he wore some; 
strange animal. Ann, indeed, it Is not 
very Ion? since some 
public 
park 


bonrds displayed tholr patriotism by 
putting up rlfrns that 'dogs and aotdlers 
wcro forbidden therein.' 


"Before wo ran effectually mako In- 


roads fignlnat intemperance among our 
soldiers wo will have to eronto public 
feeling In their favor. 
Wo will havo 


to make RoUllers fool thoy have a solf- 
reBpeot to maintain, n personal dignity 
to \H'h"!d. 
Moral Sumlon CommencUd 


"Wo will have, to. show thorn that we 


ni-o not prejudiced against them or 
their profoflfiloti ami wo will have, to (to 
all1 In our power to make them feel 


welcome in all public places, as well 
as In the Homes of their own social 
equals. 
"This done, I am certain that it will 


be but a short time until total absti- 
nence -will be the rule instead of the 
exception among our 
soldier?, when 


drinking will be looked upon by them 
as disgusting and degrading, and when 
it will be practically impossible 
for 


drinking men to live happily in any 
army post. 
Such an outcome, of 


course, ,will.take time, but each one qf 
us can do at least something to bring 
it about, and this we ought 
to do 


cheerfully If we sincerely desire to 
combat and conquer the drink evil as 
It pertains to the army. 
"In Fr. O'Callaghan's letter to the 
secretary of war, which was sent to 
me, he stated that this organization 
endeavored to promote temperance by 
moral suasion rather than by legisla- 
tion. Commenting on this and other 
remarks of Fr. O'Caliaghan, the secre- 
tary of war said that he was favorably 
disposed toward the work of such an 
organization as this. Inasmuch as 
it 


was so broad-minded and so practical 
In its methods." 
Fr. McDonald Speaks for Nsvy 


Following the -reading of several re- 


ports at the beginning of tho afternoon 
session, Rev. Fr. McDonald, who had 
been delegated to the convention by the 
navy department as its representative, 
said that the men aboard ahio are un- 
der constant restraint and v;hen the;1 
went (m liberty, or shore loave as many 
termed it, they naturally folt they were 
as good as anybody else and tometimes 
bettor.

Machinery Trust, in addition to all its other impositions upon the shoe 
manufacturers and the public, is now engaged in one of the most con- 
temptible operations that could well be imagined. This company controls 
the patents on most of the labor saving shoe machinery used in this country. 
By the use of these machines upon which large royalties arc collected tho 
process of shoe manufacturing is simplified, and most of the machinery 
can be operated by unskilled labor. 


Now after flooding the American market with these machines the Shoe 


Machinery Trust is said to be shipping their latest machines 
to China, 


Korea, India and Japan. What does this mean? H means that in a few 
•years our shoe manufacturers will have to meet the competition of coolies, 
who will be able to send shoes to this country regardless of the tariff and 
drive prices down so (hat workmen in the shoe towns of New England will 
be obh'ged to submit to a reduction in wages or see their shops closed down.
